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FSC  women  student  insurance  policies 


Many  female  students  have  ex 
claimed  their  discontent  with 
Fitchburg  State  College's  in- 
surance policy.  The  complaint 
most  encountered  was  the 
denial  of  receiving  oral  con- 
traceptives as  a  preventative 
measures  to  avoid  pregnancy. 
Annual  pap  smears  are  cov- 
ered by  this  policy.  The  pap 
smear  is  important  to 
women's  well-being  because 
it  tests  for  STD's  (sexually 
transmitted  diseases)  and 
cancerous  cells. 

For  numerous  women,  the 
pap  smear  and  oral  contracep- 
tives go  hand  in  hand.  A  female  stu- 
dent commented,  "It's  good  that 
women  are  covered  for  their  annual 
exams,  but  I  need  birth  control  pills  so 
that  I  don't  become  pregnant  while  I'm 
in  college.  I  don't  understand  why  birth 
control  pills  aren't  covered  under  our 
prescriptions." 

Should  a  student  who  is  covered 
by  The  Chickering  Group  insurance 
policy  become  pregnant,  she  would  be 
covered  for  prenatal  care  and  be  pro- 
vided with  80%  of  the  costs  including 


the  delivery  of  the  child.  A  customer 
service  representative  from  the  insur- 
ance company  had  this  to  say  when 


"Birth  control  pills  are  a 
preventative  medicine. 
They  will  only  be  covered 
by  this  policy  when  it  is 
medically  necessary.    It  is 
the  student's  responsibility 
to  obtain  them  otherwise." 


asked  why  oral  contraceptives  weren't 
included,  "Birth  control  pills  are  a  pre- 
ventative medicine.  They  will  only  be 
covered  by  this  policy  when  it  is  medi- 
cally necessary.  It  is  the  student's 
responsibility  to  obtain  them  other- 
wise." While  reviewing  the  policy's 
coverage,  there  are  several  contradic- 
tions to  the  representative's  com- 
ments on  the  matter.  For  instance, 
women  between  the  ages  of  thirty-five 
and  forty  years  old  have  coverage  for 
one  annual  mammogram.  A  mammo- 


gram is  also  a  preventative  test  to 
detect  if  cancer  cells  have  formed  in 
the  breasts.  Women  in  this  age  group 
do  not  reflect  the  majority  of  fe- 
male students  at  this  college.  An- 
other contradiction  is  that  cover- 
age is  provided  for  allergy  treat- 
ments, which  include  an  allergy 
shot.  This  treatment  prevents  the 
onset  of  allergies.  So  the  ques- 
tion remains,  why  is  it  acceptable 
for  these  preventions,  but  not  the 
prevention  of  pregnancy? 

Health  Services  on  campus  is 
more  willing  to  assist  female  stu- 
dents with  the  oral  contraceptive 
issues.  The  student  must  pay  the 
$1  0  co-payment  for  a  pap  smear  and 
can  receive  birth  control  pills  free  of 
charge.  An  employee  at  Health  Ser- 
vices said,  "  A  sales  representative 
comes  here  and  gives  the  office 
samples  of  birth  control  pills.  We  give 
them  out  to  people  who  have  school 
insurance.  I  think  that  the  only  way 
to  get  anyone  to 

get  the  policy  changed  is  to  write  to 
Senator  Kennedy.  The  insurance  com- 
panies only  care  about  money."

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New  Opportunities  in  Theater  for  All  Students 


As  the  curtains  rise,  the  setting  of 
the  play  is  unveiled.  The  actors  and 
actresses  approach  the  stage  wear- 
ing costumes  that  reflect  the  person- 
ality and  status  of  their  characters. 
The  lighting  focuses  on  key  parts  of 
the  stage  as  the  players  enchant  us 
with  their  performances.  The  move- 
ment of  the  play  is  carefully  choreo- 
graphed and  synchronized.  Music  in 
the  background  captures  the  mood  of 
the  play. 

In  the  past,  all  these  aspects  of  FSC 
plays  were  designed  and  executed  by 
professionals  that  the  college  hired. 
However,  as  the  production  of  the  play 
Thornwood  gets  underway,  Kelly  Mor- 
gan and  Richard  McElvain  are  using  a 
new  approach.  They  are  using  a  pro- 
duction crew  made  up  entirely  of  stu- 
dents. 

What  makes  this  opportunity  par- 


ticularly enticing  is  that  students  re- 
ceive credit  for  their  participation  and 
gain  work  experience  at  the  same  time. 
"It  is  great  to  get  credits  while  gain- 
ing experience.  It  is  what  a  true  col- 
lege education  should  be  like,"  says 
Aaron  Barrett,  a  publicist  of  the  up- 
coming play. 

According  to  Morgan,  a  Liberal  Arts 
education  should  involve  a  myriad  of 
diverse  experiences  and  activities  as 
well  as  classroom  work.  This  type  of 
hands-on  experience  allows  students 
to  focus  on  the  process  of  what  they 
are  trying  to  accomplish,  not  just  the 
product.  "There  is  so  much  talent  her 
on  campus.  Why  not  use  it?"  says 
Morgan.  "The  mission  of  the  college 
is  student-centered.  It  is  the  students' 
right  to  be  involved." 

He  also  stresses  "process  over 
product."    In  the  course  of  trying  to 


achieve  a  superb  product,  we  often 
overlook  the  importance  of  the  pro- 
cess in  achieving  it.  Participating  in 
the  development  of  an  event  "taps 
into  the  student's  own  resources," 
says  Morgan.  Students  working  to- 
gether as  a  staff  also  inspires  "team- 
work" because  of  the  collaboration 
involved  in  putting  together  a  produc- 
tion. 

Students  don't  have  to  be  Theater 
majors  to  participate  either.  Students 
with  various  specialties  are  needed. 
Writing  students  can  be  publicists. 
Students  from  Industrial  Technology 
can  build  props.  Photography  majors 
are  needed  to  take  photos.  Commu- 
nications majors'can  be  involved  in  pro- 
duction. The  entire  production  re- 
quires an  interdisciplinary  cast  and 
crew. 
'These  benefits  aside,  using  a  crew 


entirely  made  up  of  students  actually 
saves  a  lot  of  money.  Hiring  outside 
help  can  devour  from  one-third  to  one- 
half  of  the  production  budget  and  of- 
ten involves  delays  and  lack  of  team- 
work. Using  student  help  will  leave 
room  in  the  budget  for  building  up  a 
collection  of  lights,  props,  and  furni- 
ture that  could  be  used  in  future  pro- 
ductions. 

This  experience  also  allows  stu- 
dents and  faculty  to  work  together 
towards  a  common  goal.  "The  best 
teachers  journey  together  with  their 
students,"  says  Morgan.  "Each  are 
mutually  dependent." 

We  can  expect  to  see  more  posi- 
tive development  come  from  the  flour- 
ishing of  arts  and  theater  at  FSC  as 
the  year  progresses.

ABC  Viewing  model  of  Boston 

On  October  22,  1  997,  the  campus 
organization,  Associated  Builders  and 
Contractors  went  to  Boston  to  view 
the  Central  Artery  Tunnel  Project. 

ABC  has  visited  this  site  in  the  past 
and  is  planning  to  go  again  this  spring 
to  see  the  constantly  changing  devel- 
opments of  the  project.  ABC  is  one 
of  a  few  outside  groups  to  be  able  to 
see  this  multi-billion  dollar  project. 

The  organization  was  able  to  see 
how  walls  sixty  feet  into  the  ground, 
called  "slurry  walls,"  are  being  built  to 
keep  the  hole  that  is  being  dug  from 
caving  in.  A  clay  and  water  "slurry"  is 
poured  in  and  rises  when  the  concrete 
is  poured  into  the  ground.  The  con- 
struction of  these  walls  caused  rerout- 
ing of  both  pedestrian  and  vehicular 
traffic.  Prior  to  the  actual  rerouting 
of  traffic,  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department  had  to  talk  with  local  busi- 
nesses asking  for  their  cooperation 
while  the  tunnel  is  being  built. 

ABC  also  learned  that  the  Mass  Pike 
will  end  much  closer  to  Logan  Interna- 
tional Airport  in  Boston.  The  cost  of 
this  one  part  of  the  project  of  the  I- 


90  Airport  Interchange  is  $1  57.9  mil- 
lion and  the  completion  date  is  ex- 
pected to  be  in  January  2001 .  Over 
the  next  seven  years,  the  entire  re- 
building of  the  Central  Artery  is  going 
to  be  completed. 

A  new  Southeast  Expressway  is 
also  being  built.  ABC  traveled  this 
route  on  the  way  to  one  of  the  vent- 
ing buildings,  which  vents  the  tunnel. 
In  this  building,  a  temporary  control 
center  is  manned  24  hours  a  day, 
seven  days  a  week.  This  control  cen- 
ter monitors  the  traffic  on  the  new  ex- 
pressways and  tunnels  in  Boston.  This 
is  what  is  called  the  "Big  Brother."  The 
main  purpose  of  this  video  monitoring 
is  to  make  sure  that  there  are  no  prob- 
lems on  the  highway.  If  there  is  a  prob- 
lem, emergency  personnel  can  be  dis- 
patched immediately  from  the  control 
center. 

If  you  would  like  to  participate  or 
know  more  about  the  next  trip  to  the 
Central  Artery  Tunnel  Project  this 
spring,  come  join  ABC.  The  club  meets 
in  Room  109  in  the  Industrial  Arts 
Building  on  Thursdays  at  1 :30.r

I  walked  into  this  movie  without 
having  seen  any  previews  or  commer- 
cials, A  futuristic,  sci-fi  look  at  the 
world  about  20  years  from  now. 
People  are  genetically  programmed  to 
be  'perfect'  -  the  new  prejudice  is 
against  those  with  myopia  or  possible 
heart  disease.  Gattaca  is  the  name  of 
the  city  or  building  in  which  all  issues 
regarding  space  flight  take  place  -  it  is 
impossible  for  anyone  who  is  not  au- 
thorized access  to  enter  here. 

The  movie  is  inspiring,  and  very 
smart.  Great  acting  all  around  -  Ethan 
Hawke  is  fantastic.

Have  you  ever  seen  a  movie  and 
wondered,  afterwards,  about  the  title? 
What  does  the  title  have  to  do  with 
the  content  of  the  movie  itself?  You 
know,  I'm  sure  I  could  go  into  some 
deep  hypothetical  analysis  on  the  sub- 
ject, but  shouldn't  these  things  be 
obvious? 

The  movie  was  alright  -  nothing  to 
write  home  about,  but  a  pretty  good 
story,  nonetheless.  Danny  Glover 
(Bob)  does  a  terrific  job.  And  Jared 
Leto  (Lane  Dixon)  is  alright.  The  story 
makes  an  attempt  to  develop  his  char- 
acter, but  fails.  We're  left  with  only 
half  a  picture,  which  makes  him  seem 
less  of  a  character  than  if  they'd  left 
the  whole  thing  alone.  What  kind  of  a 
name  is  'Lane  Dixon,'  anyway?  It 
sounds  like  the  lead  character  in  a  de- 
tective novel.  Dennis  Quaid  plays  that 
role  here,  as  FBI  agent  Frank  LaCross. 
He's  a  little  slow,  a  little  non-exciting. 
Then  again,  FBI  guys  are  supposed  to 
be  that  way. 

It  almost  seems  like  this  plot  would 
do  a  better  job  in  written  form,  rather 
than  on-screen.  Not  that  the  movie  is 
bad...  The  killer  is  exposed  to  the  au- 
dience pretty  early  on,  which  stinks  - 
takes  all  the  fun  out  of  guessing.  In  a 
book  the  subtle  clues  would  only  add 
to  the  suspense,  and  small  details 
would  be  forgotten  over  time^rather 
than  piling  up  and  making  things  obvi- 
ous. 

The  movie  as  a  whole  was  alright. 
If  you're  a  big  Danny  Glover  fan,  go 
ahead  and  see  it  -  otherwise,  I'd  wait 
if  I  were  you.  It'll  make  a  good  rental 
movie  a  few  months  from  now. 
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Josh  Dunbar  Lives  On 

The  Josh  Dunbar  Living  Memorial  installation  now  at  the  Fitchburg 
Art  Museum  commemorates  the  life  of  an  ordinary,  but  none  the  less 
great  old  man. 

This  installation  by  Merry  Conway  and  Noni  Pratt  and  produced  in 
association  with  Creative  Time  and  The  Guggenheim  Museum  Soho  in 
New  York  City  is  an  excerpt  from  a  larger  installation  entitled  As  a  Dream 
That  Vanishes.  Conway  and  Pratt  created  the  installation  to  commemo- 
rate the  life  of  Mr.  Josh  Dunbar.  Another  motive  behind  the  piece  was  to 
take  a  look  at  what  one  finds  value  in  as  they  near  death,  and  also  to  find 
out  what  makes  them  want  to  go  on  living. 

This  contemporary,  walk-through  installation  is  not  to  be  viewed,  but 
visited.lt  is  here  so  that  visitors  can  get  to  know  Mr.  Dunbar  by  stepping 
into  his  home,  and  see  the  things  that  he  valued  and  collected  in  his 
apartment  over  the  years.  Such  things  include  his  cane,  letters,  and 
wallet.  His  well  used,  inexpensive  belongings  hold  value  in  that  each  one 
can  allude  to  many 
things  about  him. 
In  effect  Mr. 
Dunbar's  apart- 
ment is  a  museum 
and  the  artifacts 
left  behind  pro- 
voke visitors  to 
think  of  what  kind 
of  man  Mr.  Dunbar 
actually  was,  what 
he  valued,  and 
what  he  liked  to 
do. 

Mr.  Dunbar  was 
not  a  rich  man,  and 

the  things  that  he  valued  and  had  to  offer  did  not  have  monetary  value. 
Their  value  could  in  no  way  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents.  A  poor  old 
man  is  not  useless  or  worthless.  He  can  offer  many  things  to  those  of 
less  experience.  Mr.  Dunbar  did  not  have  any  survivors  to  pass  on  his 
vast  knowledge  and  values  on  to,  but  his  legacy  is  passed  on  to  the 
visitors  of  this  living  memorial. 

The  Josh  Dunbar  Living  Memorial  installation  runs  through  January 
4th  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Fitchburg  Art  Museum
